brutal Hun. One of them is a Bel- 
gian child and the other French and 
the club will maintain them by 
monthly contribution of money and 


such clothing and toys as can 


sent from time to time. 

The Belgian child comes fans 
within the so-called “Steel Ring,’ 
that portion of Belgium. which was 


seized by the Huns in the early part 
of the war and whose inhabitants 
have been held in bondage. The 
child will probably be sent to an 
orphanage tn Holland and _ there 
maintained through the generosity 
of the Richmond Cilub women. 
Within this steel ring there are no 
Belgian children under the age of 
one year. They either die of disease 
or are killed by the Germans. Fam- 
ine, lack of warm clothing and ex- 
posure to the rigor of climatic 
changes have worked havoc on Bel- 
gian child life and in spite of the 
work of the various neutral relief 
organizations working in Belgium, 
thousands of them die annually. 

In the case of the French chfidren, 
they are much better off than those 
in Belgium. Many parts of France 
have not been blighted by the war 
and the children are stronger and in 
‘better physical condition, The 
French child adopted by the ladiee 
of the Richmend elub is a full or- 
phon, having lost both father and 
mother on account of the war. It 
will cost $5 per month to maintain 
the Belgian child and $3 per month 
for the French child. 
Ogburn will ‘be. custodian of these 
adopted children ar will see that 
they are provided with the money 
aid clothing necessary for their 
comfort and maintenance.
